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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of Inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 and 3-23, drawn to a dynamic mixer which may be used for 
dental impression materials. 

Group II, claim(s) 2 and 28-32, drawn to a method for mixing dental impression 
materials of different consistencies in a static or dynamic mixer. 

Group III, claim(s) 24, drawn to a mixer closing part. 

Group IV, clalm(s) 25-26, drawn to a mixer shaft for a dynamic mixer. 

2. The groups of Inventions listed above do not relate to a single general Inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The common technical features of groups I and II, I and III, I and IV, II and III, II and IV, 
and III and IV, are already known In the art as evidenced by CA 2435913 A1 by Pauser 
et al which discloses a dynamic mixer which may be used to mix dental Impression 
materials of various consistencies, and a method of using the mixer with Its shaft and 
closing part to mix dental Impression materials of various consistencies, comprising a 
chamber section 9 having a discharge opening 4 at the front end of the chamber section 
and having a closing part 1-2-3 situated at the rear end of the chamber section having a 
base plate 1 , with Inlet openings 2, 3 for Individual components to be Introduced, and a 
central opening 5 for a mixer shaft 6 having at least two mixing blades radially 
positioned one behind the other, which is rotatable about its longitudinal axis In the 
chamber section (figures 1-4; 4:27-37). 
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3. REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application sliall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in 
a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features.
